CONGRESS PASSES 
AIR MAIL MEASURE 


Rate Reduced to Six 


mission To Determine 
Permanent Policy. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—(UP)— 
Embroiled in bitter controversy to the 
last, the administration's temporary 
air mail legislation finally was sent 
to the White House today when the 
senate accepted the conference report 
on the bill. 

The bill authorizes President Roose- 
velt to set up an expert commission 


next congress for a unified national 
air policy that will guide permanent 
legislation. ! 


Meanwhile it authorizes one-year 
contracts at rates to be determined 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The air mail already has been 
returned to private lines under three- 
month contracts that ca extended 
for six months more. : 


Reduced Rate. 


Air mail postage is reduced to 6 
ceuts an ounce, effective July 1. The 
present rate is 8 cents for the first 
vunce. 


Lines that Iost contracts in the 
wholesale February cancellation are 
given permission to file claims in the 
United States court of claims for 
losses. 


‘ Mail contracts will be denied any 
lines affiliated wtih manufacturing 
concerns or involved with holding com- 
panies. Stricken out, however, were 
provisions. that would have denied 
contracts to companies that participat- 
ed in the alleged “spoils conference” 
with former Postmaster-General Wal- 
ter F. Brown, in 1930. The post- 
oifice department has been enforcing 
such a provision in current awards 
or contracts. 


Debate Is Bitter. 


Debate raged all day in the senate 
before the conference report finally 
won approval without a record vote. 
It was the only progress made in ei- 
ther house toward cleaning up neces- 
sary legislation for adjournment. 


The senate dispute was typical of 
the constant controversy that has cen- 
tered around air mail since Postmas- 
ter-General James A. Farley sum- 
marily annulled all old contracts, 
charging collusion and fraud. 


Senator Warren R. Austin, repub- 
lican, Vermont, asserted the bill would 
“encourage tyrannical and impetuous 
exercise of power” and “permanently 
wreck existing law.”

WASHINGTON, June 5.—A water- 
way connection between Atlanta and 
the sea was included as a possibility 
in the nation’s water-flow program 
submitted today by the president's 
interdepartmental committee which 
made a study to assemble material 
for a comprehensire development of 
the nation’s water resources. 


Feasibility of the project has been 
determined by army engineers, work- 
ing with the committee, although at- 
tention was called to the fact that 
“the cost would be very high.” 

The committee's pian for naviza- 
tion, power and flood control of the 
proposed Apalachicoia-Chattahoochee 
river system project estimated the 
cost at $65,000,000 not including the 
Atlanta waterway suggestion. 

The committee's wian for giving 
Atlanta a waterway outlet to world 
commerce would inciude  construc- 
tion of navigation locks in existing 
and future power dams abové Co- 
lumbus. 


Urged By Freight Bureau. 


Development of an Atlanta-to-gulf 
waterway, through federal aid, has 
been ‘d by the Atlanta freight 
bureau, of which Horace S. Collings- 
worth i# chairman, In a statement 
several weeks ago and which was 
subsequéently brought to the atten- 
tion of the president's committee, 
Mr. Collingsworth pointed out the 
necessity of such a waterway. 

The Atlanta project, if ever under- 
taken, would be a coniinuation of the 
Apalachicola -°’Chattahoochee river 
plan which calls for «learing a nine- 
foot channel from the Gulf of Mexi- 
co.to Columbus, Ga., on the Chatta- 
hoochee, and to Albany, on the Flint 
river. 

Referring to the }.otential power 
which would be provided the commit- 
tee reported that the construction of 
seven new plants and modification of 
existing plants, at a cost of $50,000,- 
000, would develop 250,000 horsepow- 
er of prime power. 


Harbor Project First. 


While the utmost significance was 
placed upon the suggestion for the 
Atlanta-to-sea waterway, the presi- 
dent's committee. however, said the 
development of the Savannah harbor 
was: economically justified and the 
committee believed “it should take 
first place among tae projects con- 
sidered.” 

Savannah harbor was the only pro- 
posed navigation project on the Sa- 
vannah river which the committee 
had not already autiorized. 

The study of the Savannah was or- 
dered by the president along with 
other major waterways. The data will 
be used to guide congress in formulat- 
ing a program for water utilization. 

Work now under way, on the Sa- 
vannah river, will open a shallow na- 
vigation channel to Augusta, but the 
committee reported that the channél 
“may eventually have to: be revised to 
provide nine-foot navigation.” 

A recent study, it was recalled said, 
said the first cost of providing such 
a channel in the Savannah would be 
$8.506.000. 

Of the 18 power sites investizated 
in the basin, the committee said it ap- 
peared that “three of these will pro- 
duce revenue in excess of cost when 
operated individually without the ben- 
efit of storage from any of the pro- 
posed sites above.

Little Opposition.

Auto Leaders Warn 
Roosevelt Wagner Bill 
Will Cripple Industry. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—(UP) 
Complete reports on the threatened 
steel strike were laid before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today by Recovery 
Administrator Hugh 8. Johnson. 

The administration is anxious to 
avoid direct presidential intervention 
in the steel dispute. But Mr. Roose- 
velt is keeping abreast of all devel- 
opments so he can be ready to act 
quickly if other negotiations fail. 

Johnson said the Iron and Steel 
Institute would meet in New York 
tomorrow to discuss concessions he 
proposed to the steel companies. 
Counsel Donald Richberg probably 
will represent NRA in the conference. 

Heads of the motor industry told 
the president passage of the Wagner 
labor bill would be likely to touch 
off a new wave of disputes that 
would cripple recovery. 

The most powerful figures of the 
industry—save Henry Ford—were in 
the group that gave the warning to 
the president: Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
head of General Motors; Walter P. 
Chrysler, Alvan MacCauley, head of 
Packard, and Roy D. Chapin, presi- 
dent of Hudson. They said: 

“Any legislation which might con- 
fuse the existing labor situation and 
precipitate further waves of labor dis- 
putes resulting in conflicts which will 
seriously affect the course of business 
ats next months would be inadvis- 
able.” 

The president is strong for pas- 
sage of the Wagner bill, which 
would strengthen collective bargain- 
ing guarantees of the recovery act 
and outlaw company-dominated un- 
ions. But it faces such determined 
republican opposition in the senate 
that a greatly prolonged session would 
be necessary to obtain its passage.

Straw.’ ” 

In his communication Mr. Cun- 
ningham refers to a letter recently 
written to Secretary of Commerce 
Roper, the interstate commerce 
commission and members of con- 
gress, from which we quote: 

The existing policy of giving weight 
to the matter of traffic density in 
determining the relative levels of 
freight rates has caused the railroads 
and interstate commerce commission 
to establish or maintain rates within, 
to or from the southern and western 
states on a level materially higher 
than on like descriptions of traffic in 


northeastern states. 


So long as thesé conditions con- 
tinue, industries located in the south 


or west can ship their manufactured 
product to the large consuming mar- 
kets in the northern section of the 
country only to the extent that they 
may be able to offset the differences 
in transportation charges by cutting 
their production costs, and this is 
detrimental to the economic welfare 
of the southern states. 

The policy of waiting for volume 
of freight traffic in the south and 
west to increase to the same volume 
as in the northeast before providing 
for an equalization of freight rates 
is obviously wrong in principle and 
retards development of this section 
and the movement of traffic therein. 

The disparity in freight rate levels 
should be removed so that the south- 
ern and western sections of the coun- 
try may be built up by the location 
of industries on the railroads of these 
states, with the assurace that there 
will be no penalty against the dis- 
tribution of the manufactured prod- 
ucts in competition with manufac- 
turers of northeastern states. 

While Mr. Cunningham’s forcible 


statement of the matter is based on 
the transportation of cotton, it is 
equally applicable to marble, gran- 
ite and many other products of the 
south. 

It is a plain case of unwarranted 
discrimination, the effect of which 
is to discourage industrial develop- 
ment Relief can 
come through the interstate com- 
merce commission, but of the en- 
tire membership of that body not 
one is from a South Atlantic or Gulf 
state, between Baltimore and New 
Orleans. 

This discrimination is in direct 
conflict with the principles under- 
lying the union of states, which 
discountenances tax or tariff laws 
that would interfere with the inter- 
change of commerce between the 
various states, and does not con- 
form to the declared policy of the

Albert’s Death. 


That ugly rumor sent into the world 
by an irresponsible British colonel 
about the king of the Belgians really 
having been assassinated by sinister 
French influences, because he would 


not join France in a_ preventative 
war against Germany, will not die. 
Another version assiduously scattered 
around in Europe is that Albert I 
committed suicide, because of deep 
family differences. The palace was a 
hot-bed of quarrels and intrigue, I 
read the other day in a scurrilous 
boulevard-sheet. Quarrels with whom? 
With Prince Leopold? But he was not 
staying at the palace. With Marie- 
Jose? But she’s in Italy these last 
three or four years. With the queen? 
Ah, if people only knew how devoted 
those two were to each other. 

I have never been a champion of 
the royal family of Belgium, I had 
good cause. For that family was in- 
stalled in Belgium for the purpose of 
breaking down Flemish culture. Bel- 
gium itself was created as an exten- 
sion of France for the denationaliza- 
tion of the Flemings. I am a descend- 
ant of an old Flemish family and nat- 
urally looked upon the state’s policy 
against my people as a crime. It was 
my right to criticize and it would 
have been my right to revolt, weapons 
in hand, against the Belgian state, 
had I stayed there. Now it is a dif- 
ferent matter. The Belgian state has 
seen the error of that anti-Flemish 
policy and is slowly beginning to re- 
pair the damage it has caused in the 
course of the last hundred years. It 
is a huge task, for the Flemish peo- 
ple had sunk to unprecedented cul- 
tural depths. Yet the comeback is 
under way, glorious and brilliant, 
worthy of the great traditions of the 
Renaissance. :

He was a devout Christian in his sim- 
ple, kind-hearted way. 

Yes, he was a German, Saxon-Co- 
burger, but so is King George, of 
England, a German, Albert was three 
generations removed from Germany, 
though, and he had completely inte- 
grated himself into the life of his 
country. If there is such a thing as 
a Belgian, he was that. He was the 
symbol that drew the two peoples who 
live in Belgium together. In all things 
he was. honorable, _ straightforward, 
and he loved righteousness.

— An 
ugly scandal 
seems to be brewing in the bureau of 
printing and engraving where they put 
the glue on the postage stamps and 
stamped envelopes. Congressman 
Everett Dirksen, of Pekin, Ill., a 
strong force in the current attempt to 
save American civilization again, has 
made a deep study of the glue situa- 
tion and discovered that the bureau 
of printing and engraving is using a 
glue made from imported tapioca 
flour. He has started a crusade to 
protect the American glue industry. 
Accordingly, Mr. Roosevelt has ex- 
pressed an interest in a plan to start 
a factory in Mississippi where there 
is a great annual waste of over-size 
and under-size sweet potatoes having 
glue possibilities and the bureau of 
standards is cooking experimental 
batches from American materials and 
trying them out for taste and adhe- 
siveness. It looks a sthough Mr. Dirk- 
sen’s reform will go through.

E. Cable, another authority on glue, 
informs your correspondent that every 
time an American farmer licks a 
postage stamp under the present 
scheme of things he is ham-stringing 
his own throat.

not believe the American farmer real-/, 


izes this because he probably thinks, 
as most people do, that all glue is 
made from ex-horses and ex-cows. I 
am not a gambling man myself, but I 
have known persons who would lose 
a wager on a race horse and say, “They 
ought to make glue of him.’ 

“Now, it is true that some types of 
glue are made from the peélings and 
hooves of former horses and cows. In 
fact we have a big factory in Bloom- 
ington, in our state, where they make 
these types and your experience in this 
world will never be complete until 
you have driven within 8 or 10 miles 
of this plant on a good, hot day in 
July or August. But horse and cow 
glue have a strong, gamey flavor, and 
the popular preference distinctly fa- 
vors the milder tastes. Personally, I 
will take vanilla but I suppose the 
bureau of standards, with all its scien- 
tific knowledge and facilities, can de- 
velop a choice of flavors. 

“If glue cannot be made from corn 
and potatoes, maybe it can be made 
from strawberries, raspberries and 
I am not informed as to that.

Discrimination in Freight Rates 


Editor Constitution: The writer de- 


sires to commend your editorials on 
the subject of the discrimination in 
freight rates existing against the 
southern industry in the effort to mar- 
ket southern products in the north. 


We have a vital interest in such 
matters and have, for many years, 
been negotiating with the railroads 
both informally and formally, but 
with limited success, the southern car- 
riers alleging that they could publish 
no through rates to points on the 
line of the northern railroads, with- 
out the knowledge and consent of 
such lines. 


_ The reference by the Geeorgia pub- 
lic service commission to the textile 
rate case, involved ICC Docket I & 8 
3636, which was argued orally before 
the interstate commerce commission at 
Washington on May 9, 10 and 11, and 
an adverse decision in this case, will 
be fraught with dire possibilities. The 
New England textile industry being 
able today to buy cotton in the south- 
west at a cheaper delivered price than 
can southern mills. The cotton con- 
sumption within the north during re- 
cent months has increased substan- 
tially, whereas that within the south 
has decreased. The operation under 
the code having practically equalized 
southern textile wages with the north, 
southern mills are not in position to 
now accept increase in transportation 
cost, as that will prove “the last 
straw.” 


It may interest you to note the in-

ARTIALLY BROKEN 


$525,000,000 Federal Re- 
lief Pushed as Fear of 
Crop Failure Ends. 


By the Associated Press. 

Rain that splattered over wide areas 
of dry farm belt lands Tuesday allay- 
ed grave fears of complete annihilia- 
tion of crops in the nation’s “bread 
basket,” but had not yet, experts as- 
serted, broken the grip of the unprec- 
edented drouth. 

Too late to be life sustaining to 
much of the wheat in the arid north- 
west, showers, which ironically became 
deluges in some spots made desert-like 
by weeks of drouth, brought new hope 
for corn, wheat, oats and other grains 
and pastures. 

Relief Speeded. 

While parched fields drained off the 
cooling waters, President Roosevelt 
laid before congress his recommenda- 
tion for a $525,000,000 emergency 
drouth relief program which all agreed 
should be rushed into law. The tenta- 
tive program would extend work re- 
lief to farmers whose crops had been 
burned, allow for heavy cattle pur- 
chases and buy seed and actual food 
for those in blighted regions. 

Rainfall dampened many sections, 
adding materially to the relief drouth 
Sunday by scattered showers. ‘Traders 
in grain markets refused to allow this 
news to dampen their enthusiasm and 
prices jumped back above the dollar 
level as a result of buying stimulated 
by official indications that dreuth in 
the grain belt had not been broke. 
Wheat gained more than 4 cents at 
Chicago. 

Too Late for Wheat. 

Typical of news from the northwest 
was the assertion of A. E. Anderson, 
Nebraska state and federal statistic- 
ian, who said recent rains had come 
too late to help wheat much and that 


heavy additional moisture was need- | 


ed for corn. Nebraska, where irriga- 
tion was short, has had_ scattered 
showers in the last three days while 
heavier rains have fallen in the ex- 
treme west, northwest and southeast. 

The same sentiment. was voiced by 
Leslie M. Carl, head’ of the federal 
department of agriculture at Des 
Moines. Local showers in some. dis- 
tricts, he said, had insured germina- 
tion of corn which had lain unsprout- 
ed in dry soil, Pastures and forage 
crops were benefited, but the moisture 
was “not enough to improve crop pros- 
pects for the state as a whole,” he 
said. Corn in Iowa was standing up 
well so far due to deep rooting of 
plants. 

Corn Helped. 

Andrew Boss, the Minnesota state 

agronomist, said corn was the chiei 


since plants were young. However. 
“because of great subsoil moisture 
deficiency and rapid air movement, 
which causes great evaporation, mois- 
ture is soon dissipated and relief only 
temporary,” he added. Small grains 
were so hard hit in Minnesota that 
the rain has been little help to them. 

Kansas wheat and oats have been 
helped by rains. The western half of 
the state, however, was expected to 
produce virtually no wheat this year.

Ili—Africa’s Pygmies. 
The name “pygmy” came from a 
Latin word for measure of distance 
from the knuckles: of the hand to the 


Pygmies can stand under the arms of 
a white man, 

No pygmy is as short as a white 

man’s forearm; but Africa has pyg- 


mies who are short enough. Some 
of them—full grown—are less than 


‘four feet in height. 


Records of olden Egypt show that 
the little people were known  0,f 
years ago. They are mentioned in the 
“Book of the Dead,” the sacred writ- 
ings of old Egypt; and it is on record 
that King Assa had a pygmy at his 
court. 

A Greek writer of ancient times 
tells this story: 

“Filve men aade a trip through the 
desert of Africa, and at last reached 
a plain where they found fruit trees. 
While they were picking some of 
the fruit, a band of dwarfs rushed 
upon them and captured them. The 
men were taken to a dwarf village, 


which lay beside a great river flow- 
ing from west to east.” 

It is likely that some who read the 
words of the Greek writer smiled be- 
cause they did not believe what he 
wrote; but there is a great river, the 
Niger, which flows eastward through 
the Sahara desert, and pygmies have 
been found within range of the river 


during modern times. 


The Congo valley, however, is the 


' chief home of the present-day pygmies. 
| Almost all of them live less than 400 


miles north or south of the equator. 
They have yellow-brown or reddish- 
brown skins, and their woolly hair 
tends to be reddish-brown. 

Living in huts made from _ tree 
branches with the leaves left on, the 
pygmies make their living by hunt- 
ing. They carry spears, as well as 
bows and arrows, and poison the tips 


to be more sure of killing the animals 


which they attack. 

One animals which they fear is the 
gorilla. It is against their rules to 
eat the flesh of this ape; they never 
attack it, and on the contrary try to 
keep out of its way. 

Some pygmies, however, are not 
afraid of a larger and even more pow- 
erful animal—the elephant. Carrying 


a long stick with a poisoned arrow at 
cos end, a little hunter will crawl to 
the side of an elephant and strike 
'with all his strength. Then, he runs 
away with utmost speed—leaving the 
arrow in the breast, which may be 
killed by action of the poison. 
Pygmies live in the woods and keep 
to themselves to a large extent, but 
they carry on trade with some of the 
nearby negro tribes. They give part 
_of the game which they shoot to the 
negroes in exchange for grain and 
fruit.

Eddie Collins, who is the right-hand man in the Red Sox 
club, is writing his memoirs in the Sat-Eve Post, beginning this 
week. And he is writing a lot about Ty Cobb, one of my favor- 
ite athletes and the greatest ball plaver that ever stepped up 
there. And it’s such good writing and such a swell picture of 
Cobb I can’t help but reprint part of it here: 

Will you believe me when | say that, looking back, 1 feel 
more pieasure and pride at having been second to Cobb than | 

do at having been ahead of anybody else? These people who go 

to ball games today, how are they ever to understand what Ty 

Cobb means to all who used to mass themselves in the grand- 

stands, not alone to see him come to bat but to watch him streak 

around the bases like nothing human? He would stand there 
giating at the pitcher, making gestures of contempt with his bat.

distribution and upon the _ actual 
records for the state, I should say 
that there were some 20 or 25-vari- 
eties of turtles in the state. These 
range from the primitive sea turtles 
to the recent sea turtles, embracing 
the fresh water snappers, musk-turtles, 
terrapins, gophers and other highland 
forms, and the soft-shelled turtles. 
For the next few days I am going to 
cover each of these major groups of 
turtles in a short item. I want to 
show in these columns that a little bit 
of knowledge is needed for those who 
would catch them for market. What 
I am going to write will be in the 
nature of identification marks for the 
important species and will be as useful 
to those who want to know them for 
the sake of identification as well as 
those who would know them for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Just a word about the correct 
terminology. The words “terrapin” 
and “turtle” have been used so loose- 
ly for so long that it is a hard matter 
to be consistent even when one knows 
the correct usage of the words. I have 
always referred to the dictionary when 
I wanted to know the correct popular 
usage of the terms and to textbooks 
of anatomy when the scientific mean- 
ing was required. Taking the mean 
between these two extremes, let us de- 
fine a turtle as one of the marine 
chelonians, or one of the snapping 
tribe, or one of the musk-turtle group. 
The others are terrapin. That doesn’t 
say much, does it? Still, to say more 
here would be to tear hair and froth 
at the mouth over something that 
doesn’t really matter. Subsequent 
articles will clear the matter up. 

T have a great admiration for these 
animals, however, for their peculiar 
structure makes their anatomy one of 
the hardest things in the world to 
understand. I shall not bother you 


with that.

Steel com- 
mon. ; 

The average price of 90 stocks rose 
to 1.7 points to 77.1 in addition to 
an advance of more than a point in 
the preceding session. 

A fresh advance in the grain ‘mar- 
ket after its setback put July wheat 
above a dollar a bushel in the Chi- 
cago market again. Corn, rye, oats 
and barley rallied for net gains of 
2 to more than 3 cents a bushel.

As Nancy looked at the fresh green 
peas she sighed to think that such 
fresh green jewels would have to 
change color and looks before they 
could appear in a cooked state at 
the table. 

She checked the latest research 
findings on vegetables and decided to 
apply the principles in her cooking of 
all the vegetables during the coming 


summer. First, the fresher the vege- 
table when cooked the better jit will 
taste. Peas should look as though the 
dew were still on them. Vegetables 
that have stood in the shop until they 


ible to soften the water 


are wilted and discouraged looking 
will not freshen even after standing 
in a water bath or a cold refrigerator. 
There should be se to pea pods 
and to string beans, a firm crispness 
to radishes, almost a bloom on cucum- 
bers, a fresh appearance that resem- 
bles a faint mist. 
Vegetables should be put into boil- 
ing, salted water. The slight toughen- 
ing that comes from salt is more than 
offset by the flavor acquired when 
the salt is cooked in the vegetable. 
Steam discolors vegetables. Therefore 
it is better to cook them in an un- 
covered container. Cooking releases 
some acid in the vegetable which 
helps to change the green coloring. 
Acid may be offset by soda, but in 
this case the green color is overbal- 
anced by the flat brackish flavor of 
soda. A tiny bit may be used, but 
beware, for soda is unkind to vita- 
mins, j 
Certain localities have hard water. 
The minerals in the water may dis- 
color the vegetable. It may be advisa- 
fore using 
it for vegetable cookery. The liquid 
in which the vegetables are cooked 
should either be — during 
cooking or else drai off and 
in soup or gravies.

JACKSON, Miss., June 5.—(/)— 
After several hours of bitter argument 
during which attorneys for a dozen 
major packing companies vigorously 
opposed removing to Birmingham, 
Ala., hearing of charges that they vio- 
lated the packers and stockyaris act, 
the govérnment suddenly withdrew ite 
transfer motion and announced it will 
proceed with the prosecution here.
